I1 IS great fun to watch a magician 
take white rabbits out of a hat. 
This form of entertainment can 
become dangerous, however, when 
the rabbits are not of the harmless va­ 
riety. We are now witnessing that kind 
of performance. 


A large troupe of militant magicians 
is abroad in the land, bearing hats full 
of economic white rabbits. Every pe­ 
riod of social distress brings forth a 
new crop of these medicine-men. While 
some of them may be sincere, most of 
them are merely ambitious. 
Deftly 
they display their picturesque plans for 
remodeling society. 
With a wave of 
the hand, they lightly dismiss the nor­ 
mal economic processes as unimpor­ 
tant or obsolete. 


The welfare of every living person 
depends directly upon the production 
and distribution of goods. 
Ever since 
primitive man emerged from the woods 
and began to live in communities, soci­ 
ety has been developing a system for 
making, selling, and exchanging goods. 
The orderly continuance of these proc­ 
esses is the very basis of our civiliza­ 
tion and material progress. Arbitrary 
interference is always disastrous, as 
proved by several thousand years’ his­ 
tory. 


Vet the economic medicine-men are 
trying to sell the very same panaceas 
that have been disproved many times in 
the past, with bitter experience. Some 
of these men wish to destroy the value 
of our money, hoping thereby to restore 
trade. 
Inflation has been tried many 
times in ttu history of the world and in­ 
variably brought tragedy and disaster. 
Today, it would inevitably plunge this 
country into chaos and misery. 


Another dangerous plan is that of 
paying huge government pensions to 
all older persons who agree not to work. 
The total of these proposed pensions is 
equal to one-half of the entire produc­ 
tion of this country. 
The magicians 
juggle the figures around to make you 
forget where the money is coming 
from. 
Hut no matter how clever the 
juggling, it will always remain true 
that we cannot pass out more wealth 
than is being produced. No amount of 
juggling with money, credit, or plain 
figures can chance the amount of real 
wealth, which consists of goods that we 
can use*. 


Hundreds of get-rich-quick schemes 
are lx*ing offered to our government. 
We have fallen for some of them but we 
are growing wiser. 
Plans to bring 
prosperity by promoting monopoly, 
scarcity, and high prices have burned 
our fingers and are now thoroughly dis­ 
credited. 


Only the plentiful production of 
goods can bring real economic recov­ 
ery. None of the hocus-pocus of white 
rabbit magicians will increase the 
amount of actual wealth. 
We can di­ 
vide only what we produce. 


The road to greater production is 
through stimulation of trade activity. 
That means more buying and more 
selling. The manufacturers and mer­ 
chants who are now making supreme 
efforts to sell more goods are the Veal 
leaders of recovery. 
They cannot use 
white rabbit tricks or fantastic theo­ 
ries. They see that their goods are right 
and advertise them to the public. Ad­ 
vertising is one of the best stimulants 
of trade revival. 
Recovery comes 
through normal channels. 
It is now 
under way.
